The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources released its 
monthly bulletin last week and in 
the report county director Ronald 
Smith stated that the county agency 
was continuing to operate efficient- 
ly ite being understaffed. 

"The work of the agency is con-

less help," stated Smith. "Governor 
Hunt has approved the hiring of 58 
more service workers in child wel- 
fare and Coffee County has request- 
ed one of these positions. In addi- 
tion to this position, we also need a 


child support worker and a food 
Stamp certification worker." 

Smith also reported that the state 
had completed an audit of the coun- 
ty's child support collections and 
found them to be in excellent order. 

Community Resources di- 
rector Glenda Smith reported that

Supt. Crews reports 1987-88 school year was a 


success because of efforts of all personnel in system 


The Elba Board of Education met 
in special session on Thursday 
morning, May 26, and handled only 
routine matters involving the clos- 
ing of the school year. 

Supt. Billy Crews reported that 
three aides, one teacher and one bus 
driver were hired after the present 
school year began with the stipula- 
tion that the positions be discontin- 
ued at the end of the year. 

Crews explained that if the funds 
were available and the positions 
needed for the 1988-89 school year 
the employees would be given pri- 
ority in filling the positions. 

The wording of the official board 
policy was changed conceming a re- 
quirement that teachers without a 
Master's Degree attend postgraduate 
courses. 

The Southern Association on 
Accreditation standards state that a 
teacher without the degree must 
earn a minimum of six semester 
hours over a five year period in ad- 
ditional educational classes or the 
equivalent; while the local board 's 
policy stated that the teachers with- 
out a Master's Degree must receive 
30 hours of additional study. 

The superintendent told the board 
members that workshops and in- 
Service instruction counted in the 
accreditation requirements and re- 
ported that the system has no teach- 
ers who fail to meet the standards, 

The board approved the change 
in the local policy so that it will 
read as in the accreditation require- 
ments; 

Several of the board members 
Stated that they had received com- 
plaints about the prom being held 
outside the city. The members ech- 
oed the concerns of the parents in- 
volved and expressed hope that in 
future years the annual event could 
remain within the city. 

The next regular scheduled meet- 
ing of the Board of Education will 
be on June 9. 

Following the meeting, Supt. 
Billy Crews stated the 1987-88 
school year "was a good year be- 
cause of the hard work of all per- 
sonnel," 
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Crews pointed out improve- 
ments at all schools that took place 
during the year and said he antici- 
pated an even better year for the 
1988-89 term. 

The lack of a state approved Edu- 
cation Budget is a cause of concern, 
according to Supt. Crews, but he 
reported the outlook appears to be 
bright. 

"We are now making plans for 
the next school year and it is a little 
hard without a state budget to work 
with,” stated Crews, "bul we are 
looking at last year's budget and 
feel confident that a new budget 


will be approved that we can all 
live with. Both versions of a budget 
that were introduced in the last leg- 
islative session included increases 
in revenue in such areas as teacher 
salaries, replacement funds, mainte- 
nance and textbook replacement, 
and we are confident that whatever 
budget is finally passed additional 
revenue will be included." 

The superintendent also stated 
that there was a possibility addi- 
ional courses would be added to the 


curriculum for the coming year, 


with more information expected at a 
later date,

Waymon Pryor, have 
been foster parents for over 10 years 
and have provided excellent, loving 
care to many children," according to 
Mrs. Hansen, "They will go any- 
where and travel any distance to see 
that child's needs are met and foster 
parenting six children at any one 
time of all different ages with all 
different backgrounds and problems 
is no easy task!" 

"Mrs. Pryor is very active in 
foster parenting activities and is 
also a trainer for other parents," add- 
ed Hansen. 

"Natalie Kimble is Coffee Coun- 
ty's foster care worker of the year," 
stated Hansen, "Her dedication is far 
and above what is required by the 
agency and is a reflection of a dee 
personal commitment to help Cof- 
fee County's children, Those of us 
in the agency are fortunate to work 
with her." 

Food Stamp supervisor Deb- 
bie Jones reported that in April the 
agency issued to a total of 1,189 
households, with the total number 
in the households being 2,994.

In March, 1933, the first traincar 
load of furniture arrived for their 
grand opening; and that very day the 
banks closed; to save the nation's 
faltering bank system. The Grand 
Opening had to be postponed until 
they could get the money to have 
the carload of furniture released. 

From the beginning, the Skin- 
ners stressed customer caring, desir- 
ing to provide quality furniture at a 
reasonable price. They began by 
providing credit for those who could 
not pay cash. They also began by 
loading up the truck so that cus- 
tomers could select furnishings 
from the truck without having to 
go into town to buy, and they could 
make their easy monthly payments 


even easier. 

For the convenience of their cus- 
tomers, routes were established out 
of town as well as in town for sell- 
ing and collecting. 

Skinner's has grown to 36 stores 
in Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 
Mr. and Mrs. Skinner are now 89 
years young and Mr, Skinner is 
still very active in business and 
sees that the caring policies he orig- 
inally estblished are still practiced.

Today is June 2, and I cannot believe 
that my middle child graduated from 
Elba High School just a few days ago -- 
another milestone in our lives! 

As is so often said - how time flies! 
Seems only enenay that I was gradu- 
ating myself. 

This week we're visiting another of 
the sweet ladies at the Elba Nursing 
Home - Miss Mercer Cleone Brunson, 
whom we'll get to know through her 
brother Ralph, via a most interesting 
and informative letter. 

In physical appearance Miss Mercer 
is an attractive, tiny, delicate, genteel 
lady with soft gray hair, big greenish- 
brown eyes and smooth skin. 

Miss Mercer was born in the vicini- 
ty of the Brunson and Woodland Grove 
Communities, near Victoria, on Jan. 4, 
1908. Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Forrest 
Pleamon Brunson, were the patriarch 
and matriarch of a large family, 10 chil- 
dren to be exact. 

Mr. Forrest was better known by the 
nickname "Frost." Mrs. Brunson was 
the former Miss Ida Kate Sinquefield. 
Mr. Frost owned and operated restau- 
rants and grocery stores and later a farm 
and truck farm. 

Miss Mercer was the second child 
and second daughter of the Brunsons. 
The first five children were born in the 
original home near Victoria and the lat- 
ter five in New Brockton and Elba. 

All nine brothers and sisters are mar- 
ried, have families and are still living. 
Only Miss Mercer remained single, liv- 
ing with her mother at 161 W. Putman 
St., here in Elba, until her death in 
1974,

Elmer and his wife, the former

Forrest Jr., who, with his wife, 
the former Miss Thelma Wooten, re- 
sides in Elba; 

Ralph is married to the former 
Miss Willie Belle Wills and they make 
their home in Nashville, Tenn.; 

Mildred Brock, who lives in 
Birmingham with her husband Charles; 

Allene Ball, who lives in Stone

son; 

Kathleen Warren, who resides in 
Birmingham, and who was married to 
the late James Warren; 

Lamar, whose wife is the former

Miss Mercer received her education

She graduated from EHS and at- 
tended Troy State College for Teachers, 
as it was then called, 

She is a member of the Westside 
Baptist Church. 


Mr. Ralph recalled for us, "Mercer — 


was always a hard worker, helping the 
family whenever possible. ‘Aunt Kate’ 

(our mother), as she was affectionately 
known by her many nieces and neph- 
ews, was asked how she was able to 
take care of and raise 10 children. She 
replied, 'I could not except for the help 
of the older children,’ meaning Pearl and 


lercer. 

"One of the biggest chores outside 
the house was the weekly family wash 
for all the children, Mother, Dad, and 
Grandmother Sinquefield, who lived 
with us for many years." 

Continuing with a history of Miss 
Mercer's life, Mr. Ralph wrote, "Mercer 
became a businesswoman early in life, 
beginning her career at the old L & M 
West 5 & 10c Store on Courthouse 
Square. Later she became affiliated with 
the Elba Exchange Bank, where she 
served many years until her retirement. 

"Following her retirement she spent 
many years with her mother at the fam- 
ily home on Putman Street until her 
death in 1974, She continued to live 
there alone until Oct,, 1987, when she 
entered the Elba Nursing Home.

Conflict Management: 
the Setting is 


derstanding 
Crucial 

The topic of "conflict manage- 
ment” is being discussed a lot in 
the arena of the local church. Web- 
ster's New Collegiate Dic- 
tionary contains the following in- 
formation in the definitions of 
"conflicts." 

Our word conflict comes from 
the Latin word conflictus which 
refers to “an act of striking togeth- 
er." Conflict is an "antagonistic 
state or action (as of divergent ide- 
as, interests, or persons). "Manage" 
is definied in Webster's as "to 
handle or direct with a degree of 
skill or address.” i 

Thus the dictionary helps us td 
understand better the meaning of 
conflict management, and that un- 
derstanding challenges us with the 
importance of conflict management. 

Conflict seems to be a perennial 
fact in the church. Obviously the 
church is not exempt from conflict. 
The church's management of con- 
flict is crucial both for the church's 
well-being and for the church's in- 
fluence upon the world. 

Acts 6:1-7 contains the record of 


the church's handling of the first se- 
rious disturbance in the life of the 
early church. This paragraph of 
Scripture contains what I see as a 
biblical model for the management 
of conflict. 

In the articles for "Pastor's Cor- 
ner" which I will write for the 
month of June I will be discussing 
some of the most crucial matters 
involved in conflict management. I 
will build the articles largely from 
Acts 6:1-7. I hope readers who are 
involved in family life, teaching, 
coaching, business, etc., as well as 
the church, will be able to gain 
some guidance for managing con- 
flict. 

Acts 6:1 reveals that the number 
of disciples was increasing in those 
days. One of the facts of life is - as 
the number of people increases the 
conflict potential also increases. I 
use the word "complicated" in my 
counseling sessions with prospec- 
tive marriage partners as | try to 
help them realize that the more peo- 
ple involved the more complicated 
life becomes. 

I explain to them the fact that 
their lives will become more com- 
plicated when they are married, and

will become even more complicated 
each time a child is born into that 
family. Those of us who work with 
people are well aware that ours can 
become a complicated business. 

Someone has coined a new word 
to describe the contemporary world 
- "populution." Populution refers to 
the tremendous problems and poten- 
tial problems arising from the mod- 
em human tendency toward over- 
population of the earth. 

The crucial matter to which I 
want to give major attention in this 
article is the setting of conflict. 
Each incident of conflict involves 
certain people, occurs in a particular 
time frame, has its unique environ- 
ment, etc. The more a person 
knows about the setting of a partic- 
ular incident of conflict the better 
position he is in to help manage 
that conflict skillfully. 

Acts 6:1 contains important spe- 
cific information related to the set- 
ting of the conflict confronting the 
early church: ". . ., there arose a 
murmering of the Grecians against 
the Hebrews, because their widows 
were neglected in the daily ministra- 
tion." Knowledge of and sensitivity 
to the facts revealed in verse one 


were helpful in the church's han- 
dling of the problem. 

The "murmuring" (grumbling 
half under the breath) went through 
the church and community like 
shock waves. Those distinct sounds 
revealed a delicate situation which 
required wise treatment. 

Knowledge of the cause of the 
murmuring was important. The ear- 
ly church provided a daily ministry 
of food, money, etc., for widows 
(one of the most needy groups in 
that ancient society). Knowledge of 
the two groups of widows involved 
was crucial, 

The "Grecians" were Greek- 
speaking Jews who had been in- 

uenced by the culture established 
by Alexander the Great, and the 
"Hebrews" were Aramaic-speaking 
Jews who had been influenced pri- 
marily by traditional Judaism. 

Perhaps an old communications 
adage provides some good advice re- 
garding conflict management: "Who 
says what to whom, when, where, 
why, and with what effect." Every 
bit of factual information one can 
learn about the setting of a particu- 
lar incident of conflict will help 
him. ‘al with that conflict.

What about the "Thief on the 
cross"? Jesus told him, "Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise"

If he could be saved 
A il % without being baptized, why can't I 


be saved the same way?

There is no doubt in our minds that the man we know as the "Thief on 
the cross" was saved by Jesus. He demonstrated to Jesus that he was truly 
penitent, and recognized Jesus as one who would soon have a kingdom, The 
question, then, is whether or not he provides an example that we may fol- 
low to be saved. 

What we find, however, is that he lived at a time when God's conditions 
for salvation were completely different than they are for us now. The peni- 
tent thief lived during the earthly ministry of Jesus, before the new coven- 
ant, or will, of Christ came into effect. For a will to come into effect, the 
testator (person making the will) must die. This is what the writer of He- 
brews meant in Hebrews 9:16-17, "For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity be the death of the testator. For a testament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no strength at all while the tgstator liveth,” 
Ts the "Thief" was saved before Christ died, and,before his will went into 
effect. 

During the earthly ministry of Jesus, he forgave many people of their 
sins, under whatever conditions He saw fit to do so. Before He healed the 
palsied man of his physical disease, Jesus said to him, "Son, be of good 
cheer; thy sins are forgiven" (Matt. 9:2). After a sinful woman showed her 
love for him by washing his feet with her tears and wiping them with her 
hair, Jesus told her, "Thy sins are forgiven" (Luke 7:48). These cases are 
similar to the "Thief," because Jesus saved them without baptism. But the 
key is, they were also saved before His death -- before his will, the new cov- 
enant came into effect. 

Consider it this way. Suppose you were to write to the Internal Reveneu 
Service that you were not going’to file your income taxes any more because 
you know that Abraham Lincoln never filed his income taxes, and he is con- 
sidered to be a loyal citizen. Would they accept this? Of course not, Lincoln 
lived long before our laws for filing income tax came into effect, so he was 
not bound by them, 

It is very clear that baptism is part of the new covenant or “will” of 
Christ. After His death, before His ascension, Jesus commissioned His dis- 
ciples to preach the gospel to every creature, saying “He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved" (Mark 16:16). Every single account of conversion 
in the book of Acts (which describes events under the new covenant, after 
the death of Christ), mentions baptism, When Peter told the multitude at Je- 
rusalem, "Repent and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins" (Acts 2:38), he was following the com- 
mand of Christ.

Those who died were just out 
fishing, water skiing or cruising. 
Since only one or two people are 
usually killed in a boating accident, 
the accidents are usually overlooked 
by the public.

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***The following editorial was 
written by Maureen Carrigan, a 
godparent for our Mastery of Moth- 
erhood (MOM) program: : 

"Can the simple act of talking 
cure Alabama's infant mortality 
woes? It can if the talk leads Pasa 
itive action. That's the hope of the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
Service's new Spe designed to 
do battle with Alabama's infant 
mortality rate - now the highest in 
the nation. 

"Mastery of Motherhood (MOM) 
is a six-week-long pilot program 
that gathers pregnant women‘and 
women with young children in 37 
counties of the state to talk about 
prenatal nutrition and development. 

"An important component of the 
MOM classes are the volunteer 
‘godparents’ that are paired with the 
mothers. They help provide trans- 

rtation to class and act as non- 
judgemental friends who can lend an 
ear or invite the young mothers out 
for a break. No matter how the rela- 
tionship grows, the godparent func- 
tions as a role model and offers the 
pregnant woman an alternative veiw 
on life. Godparents need not be par- 
ents on their own to offer support 
and friendship. 

"Recently the first class of MOM 
graduates received their diplomas. 
During the classes they discussed 
nutrition, basic cooking skills, pa- 
renting techniques, exercise, breast 
feeding, labor and delivery, among 
other issues. 

"Teresa Whitaker, a member of 
the first uating class, expressed 
her feelings about the classes: ‘I 
now realize how important nutri- 
tion is, Talking with the other 
i oe women in the class really 

elped me because this is my first 
baby. I loved the classes; I'd like to 
attend other classes.’ 

"Infant mortality involves several 
interlocking factors: the inability of 
many residents to afford medical in- 
surance; lack of understanding about 
the importance of prenatal care and 
the effects of nutrition on the devel- 
oping fetus, and the extreme short- 
age of practicing obstetricians in 
the state. 

"Currently 29 counties in Alaba- 
ma have no obstetrical care. 

"Despite the complexity of the 

roblem, Auburn University, work- 
ing through the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, hopes to curb the in- 
fant death rate through changing 
nutritional practices of pregnant 
women and, consequently, raise the 
birth weights of their babies. New- 
bors weighing less than five-and-a- 
half pounds are considered high risk 
and research shows thatethey are 
more likely to experience complica- 
pene during the crucial first year of 

e,"

Law officers in state expect record 
year in 1988 for confiscation of 
marijuana plants in Alabama 


The Domestic Marijuana Eradi- 
cation Program in Alabama got un- 
derway in May, according to Colo- 
nel Thomas H. Wells, Public 
Safety Director, marking the state's 
seventh year of participation in the 
nationwide program, sponsored by 
the United States Drug Enforcement 
Administration and U.S. Forest 
Service. 

"The overall results of the pro- 
gram to locate and destroy the 
state's domestic marijuana crop 
have been outstanding, "stated 
Wells. "The combined efforts of 
state, city and county law enforce- 
ment officers have resulted in the 
destruction of thousands of home- 
grown marijuana plants each year 
and we anticipate a record year in 
1988," 

Reports through May 15 indicat- 
ed that 3,023 plants valued at $2.4 
million had been destroyed and two 
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arrests made, 

In 1987, the program netted 
160,272 plants valued at more than 
$128 million, earning Alabama a 
7th place ranking nationwide in the 
number of plants destroyed. 

The Public Safety's Narcotics 
Unit manages the program in the 
state and maintains data on the mar- 
ijuana collection and destruction. 

ther state agencies active in the 
program include the ABC Board and 
the Dept. of Conservation and Nat- 
ural Resources. State Trooper pilots 
locate much of the marijuana and 
alert local Sheriff's Departments and 
police officials, which then assist 
in the destruction of the plants. 

Wells stated that illegally grown 
marijuana or any illegal drug activi- 
ty may be reported anonymously by 
calling the statewide toll-free num- 
ber 1-800-392-8011.

County unemployment rate dips 


The Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations recently released 
its monthly report on labor market 
news and in the report it was re- 
vealed that during the month of 
April the unemployment rate in

The figures showed that in Cof- 
fee County there were 1,040 work- 
ers unemployed during April out of 
a workforce of some 17,560. 

The local rate is well below the 
state average of 6.8 percent, but 
slightly above the national rate of 
5.3 percent. 


Human Resources now accepting 
applications for aid in collections 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources is currently 
accepting applications from non- 
ADC (Aid to Dependent Children) 
families who have not applied to 
obtain delinquent child support pay- 
ments through the interception of 
federal and state income tax refunds. 

Applications made now would 
be for the interception of tax re- 
funds absent parents would receive 
in 1989, 

Thus far this year, statewide sup- 
port collected through tax refund in- 
tercepts has totalled more than $2.7 
million, 

"In non-ADC cases the family is 
seeking child support from an ab- 
sent parent rather than receiving 
welfare benefits," explained Ron 
Smith, director of the Coffee Coun- 
ty Department of Human Resourc- 
es. "A non-ADC family receiving 
child support services through the 
Department of Human Resources is 
not automatically eligible for the 
income tax intercept program." 

In order to be eligible for the 
program, non-ADC households 
must provide the name and correct 
social security number of the absent 
parent who owes the delinquent 
payments; the delinquent amount 
must be at least $500; the child

support debt must be undisputed 
and the child or children for whom 
the support obligation is due must 
be less than 19 years of age. 

Non-ADC households pay one 
application fee for regular child sup- 
port services and then pay a separate 
application fee for the tax refund in- 
tercept program. 

"For child support services the 
application fee ranges from $5 to 
$25, depending upon household in- 
come," stated Smith, "An additional 
$5 fee must be paid for the tax re- 
fund intercept program. Both fees 
must be paid to the Coffee County 
Department of Human Resources at 
the time of the application." 

Persons interested in the pro- 
gram and who are not presently re- 
ceiving child support services 
through the Department of Human 
Resousceg, should call 897-3424 
before July 29, 1988, weekdays be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. to 
make an appointment to apply for 
service. Application for the 1988 
certification will be accepted 
through August 5, 1988. 

Persons already receiving child 
support services through the depart- 
ment will be contacted by letter to 
apply for the refund program.
